Archaeological or Historic Sites (if discovered):

o All potential sites shall be avoided.

= Impacted sites will be reported to the Rehabilitation Unit Leader as soon as
possible.

o Ifsites are encroached upon, work will stop immediately if there is no threat of
fire spread, and the Division/Group Supervisor shall be notified.
